Boston Taxicab Tragedy 


Includes Young Daughter 


Of Rich Brookline Family 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 5.— Death seal the secret o f a 
taxicab tragedy last night, wherein Miss Mildred 
Melzian, of a w ealthy Brookline family, was shot in 
the side and her fellow occupant of the taxi thrice 
w ou n d ed — in the head, thigh and abdom en. 
The police theory based on fragm entary state­ 
m en ts obtained from the girl, is that Jam es J. Riley, 
Miss M elzian’s fellow passenger in the taxi, shot her 
in a fit of jealous rage and then attem pted suicide. 
Riley is dying and only an exceedingly delicate 
operation can save the girl’s life, in the opinion of 
physicians. 
Taxi Driver Lawrence J. M cDonald was driving 
his m achine with the m an and w om an inside, along 
University Road, and was within a few doors of 
Miss M elzian’s hom e when he heard five shots from 
the cab. 
He stopped im m ediately and the door burst 
open , Miss Melzian staggering out and running 
w eakly toward her hom e. 
She fell unconscious on 
her o w n doorstep. 
In the cab M cDonald found 
Riley, blood gushing from his three wounds. 
The girl’s wrist was broken ,apparently in a 
struggle in the taxi. 
Riley is 33 years old and a
